A Paris correspondent of the London 
News gave, a short time since, the following | 
description of the home of Thiers, which has 
since been sacked by the Communists, all its | 
valuables taken away and the building itself | 
destroyed by fire: 

The interior of M. Thiers’ house is beauti- | 
fully arranged, and full to overflowing of | 
costly works of art, bronzes, pictures, enam- 
els, medallions, porcelian, rare ly bound books, 
engravings, cabinets, and curious furniture. 
The study of M. Thiers is surrounde d breast 
high with book-shelves loaded with brilliant- 
ly bound volumes. 

Above the shelves on the walls are a series 
of well-executed copies in water-color of the 
great masterpieces of Italian art, most of 
them Raphaels; and all about the r room, on 
shelves, in recesses, on tables, there are scat: 
tered bronzes that remind one of the glories 
of Italian sculpture—here of Michacl angelo 
and there of Verrochio. The position of the 
writing-table seem to indicate some peculiar- 
ity of eyesight. The table is placed between 
two windows, the writer sits with his back 
to the pier which se parates the two lights, 
and the light on either side slants over Doth 
shoulder, forming an angle of shadows on 
the page before him. 

When the writer lifts his eye from the 
desk to the wall opposite, he will see a fair
